1. SUMMARY. EMBASSY CONTROL OFFICERS AND SECRET SERVICE 
AGENT LYDA FINALLY MET AT 1930 HOURS MAR. 9 WITH FOREIGN TRADE 
MINISTRY PROTOCOL CHIEF, A. G. VORONA TO DISCUSS PROGRAM FOR 
VISIT AND REVIEW OUTSTANDING ADMINISTRATIVE QUESTIONS. VORONA 
SAID SOVIET SIDE, WHILE HONORING AMERICAN PREFERENCE FOR MEETINGS 
ONLY DURING MORNINGS, HAD TRIED TO ARRANGE MOST IMPORTANT OF THOSE 
MEETINGS SUGGESTED BY AMERICAN SIDE. HE NOTED SOVIET WILLINGNESS 
TO DROP SOME OF AFTERNOON SIGHTSEEING SHOULD FURTHER MEETINGS 
SUBSEQUENTLY APPEAR DESIRABLE. IN RESPONSE TO REQUEST 
TRANSMITTED REFTEL ( C), ENTIRE DELEGATION. INCLUDING AIR 
CREW, WILL BE HOUSED IN ONE LOCATION, THE HOTEL SOVETSKAYA. 

OFFICIAL SOVIET GOVERNMENT PROTOCOL HOTEL. SOVIET SIDE 
PRESENTED PROPOSED ROOM ASSIGNMENTS. EMBASSY WILL CABLE 
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FINAL ASSIGNMENTS SATURDAY FOLLOWING WALK- THROUGH WITH 
SECRET SERVICE. FYI. SOVIET PROTOCOL UNABLE OR UNWILLING 
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TO PROVIDE ACCOMODATIONS AT NEWER BUT LESS EXCLUSIVE 
HOTEL ROSSIYA, DESPITE REPEATED EMBASSY REQUESTS. END FYI.

ADDITION TO SECRETARY SHULTZ, MESSRS. BENNETT, MALMGREN, 
WORTHINGTON, LAZARUS, SONNENFELDT, AND BROOKS WOULD TAKE PART, 
AS WELL, OF COURSE, AS CHARGE AND CONTROL OFFICER BOWDEN. 

VARONA ASKED WHETHER THIS WOULD BE TRUE OF ALL MEETINGS, HE 
STRESSED IMPORTANCE OF THIS QUESTION SO THAT SOVIET SIDE COULD 
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INSURE PRESENCE OF APPROPRIATE COUNTERPARTS AT EACH MEETING. 
EMBOFFS PROMISED TO QUERY SECRETARY' S PARTY AND INFORM SOVIET 
SIDE AT MEETING ON SATURDAY IF AMERICAN MEMBERS ATTENDING ANY 
OF MEETINGS WOULD BE DIFFERENT FROM THOSE MENTIONED ABOVE. 
REQUEST URGENT GUIDANCE WITH RESPECT TO EACH OF PROPOSED 
MEETINGS.
